KNOCKED OUT 
BUTLOST BOUT 


Soldier Jones Hit Lloyd Before 
He Was on His Feet in the 
Tenth Round 


LONDON March 30.—(By Canadian 
Press Cable).—Soldier Horace Jones 
the Canadian heavyweight champion, 
lost his 20-round bout with Albert 
Lioyd, the Australian, here tonight, 
on a foul in the tenth round, just 
jas he had the Australian practically 
out. 

The fight was strenuous throughout, 
Jones started well and it was soon evi- 
dent that he had plenty of power be- 
hind his blows. At the end of the sec- 
ond round both men were bleeding, 
Jones from a cut over the left eye, 
and Lloyd from a cut on the fore- 
head. The Canadian scored well with 
rights to the stomach and ribs, vary- 
ing his attack with straight left and 
left hooks. 

Lioyd sent several good rights and 
lefts to the jaw and head and his blows 
apparently did little damage. In the 
tenth round Jones measured the dis- 
tance with his left and then swung 
a smashing right to the jaw, flooring 
Lloyd for the count of nine. Directly 
afterwards Lloyd went down again for 
the nine count and then was promptly 
floored for the third time He had 
just risen to one knee when Jones 
rushed over and flattened him. For 
this attack Jones was disqualified. He 
had practically won the fight when 
he committed the foul. The purse 
| was 100 pounds a side. 

Soldier Jones is a well known Que- 
bec boxer. He went to England 4 
few weeks ago to arrange bouts if 
possible with all the leading heavy- 
weights.

As to the Commission. .

less they cease to discharge their 
duty as police. If the Railway 
|Commission is coming in for 
somewhat general condemnation 
the criticism expresses a wide con- 
|viction that the commission has 
‘ceased to function as the protector 
of the public against railway ex- 
jploitation. That conviction will 
icertaialy not be dispelled by im- 
puting antagonism which could 
have no motive worth while. 


|No Cause for Protection. 
One Senator at Washington 
claims that the four power treaty 


will drive Germany and Russia to-| 


gether for mutual protection. It is 
entirely possible that they will get 
together sooner or later, as it has 
been possible ever since the treaty 
of Versailles. But it will not be for 
mutual ‘‘protection,” since neither 
of them is threatened in any quar- 
ter. If an alliance occurs it will 
be for offensive purposes. They 
will certainly not be kept from 
making such an alliance by the 
‘other powers refusing to band to- 
gether to keep the peace with each 
other, and so far as allowed with 
‘all other nations. The powers 
which agreed to reduce armament 
are not aiming at conquest or con- 
templating trespass. 

Liquor Law Amendments. 

The amendments to the Provin- 
cial liquor law are pretty much 
what was expected in character. 
They are amendments, and not 
proposed substitutes for the exist- 
ing law. The objective remains the 
same; the prohibition of the use 
of liquor as a beverage. The alter- 
ations aim at making the enforce- 
ment of that purpose more com- 
plete. Even in that direction they 
do not propose revolutionary de- 
partures. Taken together the list 
of amendmenis confirm the view 
| that the former Government right- 
ily interpreted its duty in refer-
